Washington. 
March 
13.—Senators 
Sherman and Hill were the conspicuous 
figures in the Cuban debate in the sen­ 
ate Thursday, the New York senator 
forcibly urging the mercenary charac­ 
ter of the pending resolutions, while 
Mr. Sherman upheld them with another 
graphic arraignment of Spain and Gen. 
Weyler. It is the fourth day of the de­ 
bate on the conference report and yet 
there was no evidence of a near approach 
to a final vote, although Mr. Sherman 
announced that he would press for a 
vote at the earliest moment. 
Senator Hill said he particularly ob­ 
jected to the third clause of the resolu­ 
tions, stating that the United States has 
not intervened in the struggles between 
any European governments and their 
colonics, but that, owing to the prox­ 
imity of Cuba, the United States should 
be prepared to intervene. 
This he de­ 
clared to be ambiguous and unmeaning. 
We had intervened in such contro­ 
versies. We had intervened and recog­ 
nized the countries which had been col­ 
onies of Spain. 
What the resolution 
sought to convey was a threat to inter­ 
vene. 
To this extent the resolution 
was unnecessary. It is subject to doubt­ 
ful construction and is a mischief- 
breeder. 
It was liable to compromise 
us. 
The phrase the “United States 
should be prepared to protect the legit­ 
imate interests of our citizens by inter­ 
vention” sounded like a threat or it was 
buncombe. 
“If this resolution means 
that we should increase our army, let 
us say so frankly and frame a bill for 
th at purpose,” said Mr. Hill. 
“If it 
means we should increase our navy, let 
us state it frankly and fearlessly and 
frame a bill to that end. 
Let us not 
indulge in idle boasts and threats and 
doubtful phrases as to our being pre­ 
pared to protect legitimate interests by 
intervention. 
If we are to intervene 
at all,” the senator continued, “then at 
least let us put it on 
some 
higher 
ground than the urgency of protecting 
our business Interests. 
Do not put it 
on the low ground that we are losing a 
few dollars by this contest between 
Spain and Cuba. 
“The resolution would have no legal 
affect. 
It is from that standpoint that 
I now desire to argue the propriety of 
their passage. 
I should have hesitated 
to have voted for a joint resolution 
which would have required the presi­ 
dent’s action within ten days. 
But 
these resolutions are safe because they 
merely express our opinion and bind no 
one but ourselves, although they will 
be received with respect by the execu­ 
tive. and will have their moral effect 
•through the country and the world. 
They are in accordance with precedent, 
and in my opinion congress should go 
thus far, but no farther.” 
Mr. Hill expressed the opinion that 
European countries had very properly 
recognized the confederacy as a bellig­ 
erent. The resolutions could give no 
offense to Spain. It could do no harm 
in this instance and might tend to stay 
this cruel warfare. 
He concluded: 
“While our general policy is one of non­ 
intervention, as one of the three great­ 
est states of the world and the great­ 
est of republics, our institutions and 
example must produce their effect upon 
civilization throughout both hemis­ 
pheres, and when any people imbued 
with the spirit of liberty desire 
to 
found a republic and break their 
shackles, shall we refuse to give them 
a helping hand? Cuba is today resift­ 
ing taxation without representation. It 
is the story of the American revolution 
over again. 
The conflict between re­ 
publicanism and monarchism is irre­ 
pressible, and will go on. God grant 
that Cuba may succeed, lf she does not, 
let us have the consciousness that we 
have done our duty.” 
Mr. Sherman then detailed the prog­ 
ress of the various resolutions. If sen­ 
ators objected to the third clause, then 
a further conference w’ould bring about 
a change. 
He said a joint resolution 
would have compelled action by the 
president within ten days. 
This was 
not desirable, for the moral effect of the 
resolution was the thing most desired. 
Here Mr. Sherman turned aside for a 
tribute to President Cleveland. The sen­ 
ator said there wrere differences of polit­ 
ical opinion between him and Mr. Cleve­ 
land. “But,” he added, “no one doubts 
his courag e; no one doubts his fidelity 
to the flag of our country; no one doubts 
that.”

Plan to Connect the Hudson River and 
the Great Lakes. 
Washington, March 13.—A bill to in­ 
corporate the maritime canal of North 
America to connect the Hudson river 
and the great lakes was introduced 
Thursday in the senate 
by 
Senator 
Hansbrough (N. D.) and in the bouse 
by Representative Cooper (Wis.). Th i 
capital stock of the company is to In 
110,000,000, and a bond issue of $2,000,- 
OOO is provided for. 
The canal system for which the bill 
provides includes canals from the head 
of tidewater navigation on the Hudson 
to Lake Champlain; from the head of 
Lake St. Francis to St. Lawrence river 
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feet w ide. The plans are to be approved 
by a board of five engineers appointed 
by the secretary of war; the canal is to 
be under the control of the interstate 
commerce commission, and the gov­ 
ernment is by the bill authorized to 
take possession of the property on one 
week’s notice by paying the value of 
the property.

OUR EXPORTS. 


Large Increase in the Value of Bread­ 
stuff* for the Month of February. 
Washington, March 13.—The state­ 
ment of domestic exports issued by the 
bureau of statistics 
shows that the 
amount of breadstuffs exported during 
last February was $13,017,408, an in­ 
crease over February, 1895, of nearly IOO 
per cent. For the eight months ended 
February 29 the exports of breadstuffs 
amounted to $92,588,912, as compared 
with $71,279,283 for the same period 
last year. 
The 
cotton 
exports 
during 
last 
month amounted to $22,387,955, against 
$13,258,817 during February, 1895. For 
the six months ended with February, 
however, there was a decrease of about 
$10,500,000 from the figures of the same 
period in 1895. The exports of min­ 
eral oils for February 
amounted to 
$3,975,059, an increase of about $800,- 
000. For the eight 
months the ex­ 
ports amounted to $41,204,506, as com­ 
pared with $28,517,542 for the same pe­ 
riod last year. The exports of pro­ 
visions during February aggregated 
$12,190,732, against $13,505,163 for Feb­ 
ruary, 1895. 
For the eight months there was a 
decrease of about $3,360,000. 


HUNTINGTON’S AMBITION. 


Wants to See the Pacifie Roads an En­ 
tire Success. 
Washington, March 13.—The house 
committee on Pacific railways 
on 
Thursday listened to a statement by C. 
P. Huntington similar to that made be­ 
fore the senate committee in advocacy 
of a plan of settlement of the Pacific 
railway indebtedness. 
In concluding 
his address Mr. Huntington remarked 
that no man was so anxious as he to 
see the roads pay IOO cents on the dol­ 
lar, that it was the last great work of 
his life and he hoped to live to see all 
his affairs on a sound basis, lf he 
equaled the record of his great grand­ 
father he had yet thirty years of life. 
Mr. Harrison, a Democrat of Alabama, 
inquired whether the income from the 
road during the last ten years would 
not warrant a higher rate of interest 
than 2 per cent. “No, there has got to 
be a little margin,” was Mr. Hunting­ 
ton’s reply. 


Home DIicaNNes Election Cases. 
Washington, March 13.—In the house 
Thursday on motion of Mr. Johnson 
(rep., Ind.) a resolution was adopted by 
which the claim of Coleman (rep.) of 
the 2d Louisiana district to the seat,of 
Mr. Buck (dem.) was decided in favor 
of the latter. 
Then Mr. Daniels (dem., N. Y.) called 
up the contested election case of Aid- 
rich vs. Robbins, from the 4th Alabama 
district, in which the republicans rec­ 
ommended the seating of Aldrich. 
Three hours and a half were allowed 
on each side for argument. The matter 
was not brought to a conclusion. 


To Make Alaska rn Territory. 
Washington, ‘March 13.—The house 
committee on territories has decided to 
recommend the passage of a bill creat- 
ihg a territorial form of government 
for Alaska and giving the territory a 
delegate in congress. 


To Bridge the Calumet River. 
Washington, March 13.—The senate 
has passed the bill authorizing the 
Hammond and Blue Island 
Railroad 
company to construct a bridge across 
the Calumet river, Illinois. 


Bicycles Detroyed by Fire. 
Boston, Mass., March 13.—The Pope 
Manufacturing company's building on 
Columbus 
avenue 
was 
completely 
gutted by fire, necessitating a general 
alarm, shortly before 4 o’clock Thurs­ 
day. The fire caused a loss of between 
$350,000 and $400,000. The Youth’s Com­ 
panion building, one of the most im­ 
posing structures in the city, which is 
separated lrom the burned building by 
a filteen-foot alley, and the Hoffman 
house, a seven-story apartment house 
across the street, were thoroughly 
drenched. 


Seven Men Reported Killed. 
Cincinnati, Ohio, March 13.—A spe­ 
cial to the Commercial Gazette from 
Charleston, W. Va., says: 
“A report 
has reached here that at the Central 
coal works, on the Chesapeake & Ohio 
railway in New River valley. Thursday 
evening, thirteen miners boarded a car 
at the pit mouth to ride down the in­ 
cline to the tipple. 
The rope broke 
and the car rushed down to the bottom. 
Seven men were killed and three fa­ 
tally and three badly hurt. 
It is im­ 
possible to fully authenticate the re­ 
port.” 


Return of the President. 
Washington, March 
13.—President 
Cleveland and his guests, who were 
duck-hunting at Widewater on the Po­ 
tomac river Thursday, returned to the 
city on the lighthouse tender Maple 
shortly after IO o’clock last night. The 
results of the day’s shooting were very 
satisfactory. 


G R E A T B R IT !A N 
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Balfour A nsw ers E vasively to a D irect 
Q uestion On the Subject In the 
H ouse of Commons— G erm an Vil­ 
lages D am aged by Floods— Foreign 
N ew s. 
London, March 13.—The under sec­ 
retary for the war office, Mr. St. John 
Brodrick, answering an inquiry in the 
house of commons, said the war office 
had no news of any English militia 
officers having volunteered their serv­ 
ices to Spain in case of war with the 
United States. He added that any of­ 
ficers taking such a step would be liable 
to the penalties of the foreign-enlist- 
ment act. 
L. G. Bowles, conservative member 
for King’s Lynn, asked the govern­ 
ment in the house of commons if no­ 
tice had been taken of the statements 
in the Spanish press that in the event 
of war between Spain and the United 
States Spanish privateers would prey 
upon American commerce, and wheth­ 
er, in view of the complications and in­ 
juries British trade would suffer from 
such an event, or in the case of war 
between Great Britain and a country 
which had not acceded to the declara­ 
tion of Paris, the government would 
consider the whole effects of the decla­ 
ration of Paris and the advisability 
of Great Britain withdrawing there­ 
from. 
The first lord of the treasury, Mr. A. 
J. Balfour, in reply said that the gov­ 
ernment does not question Spain’s right 
in the matter; but in view of the fact 
that no privateers have been used in 
auy war since 1856, even by powers not 
acceding to the declaration of Paris, 
and that the doctrine that a neutral flag 
covers the enemies’ goods, except con­ 
traband of war, has been generally ac­ 
cepted during recent years, It may be 
doubted if Spain would actually resort 
to such measures. 
The votes on the navy estimates in 
the house of commons were obstructed 
by Irish members, who called for num­ 
erous divisions. 
Under 
the closure 
finally the vote for seamen, amounting 
to nearly £500,000, was allowed to pass, 
on Mr. Balfour promising to adjourn 
the debate on the army estimates at 
l l o’clock on Friday night to enable 
Mr. Dillon to raise the question of 
Catholic chaplains in the navy. 
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German Village* Flooded. 
London, March 13.—A dispatch to the 
Standard from Berlin says that the 
floods continue in Germany and many 
villages have been submerged and the 
inhabitants have fled. The navigation 
of the Rhine and work at most of its 
quays have ceased. 


Banker Field* Guilty. 
Waterloo, Iowa, March 13.—William 
Fields was convicted in the District 
court at Independence Thursday 
for 
fraudulent banking at Cedar 
Falls. 
The Fields brothers were conducting 
the First national bank of Cedar Falls 
with a capital stock of $50,000. when in 
June, 1893, the institution went into the 
hands of a receiver. 
The deposits 
amounted to $100,000. 
Simultaneously 
with the bank failure was the assign­ 
ment of Fields Bros., brokers. 
The 
two failures involved about $500,000. 
William and Charles Fields were in­ 
dicted for receiving deposits after the 
bank was insolvent. 
April 13 has been 
fixed as the date for sentencing William 
Fields. 
There are four indictments 
against him. The case will be appealed 
and may finally be taken to the United 
States Supreme court. 


Templars Los* 940,000, 
Detroit, Mich., March 
13.—Knights 
Templars 
and 
several 
subordinate 
lodges of the Masonic order suffered 
severe damages Thursday night in a 
stubborn fire in the upper stories of the 
Wayne County Savings Bank building, 
a five-story structure in West Congress 
street. The blaze ignited from an elec­ 
tric wire in the fifth story, which was 
tenanted 
by 
Detroit 
commandery, 
Knights Templars. The loss to the 
Knights and other lodges includes 400 
fine uniforms and elegant furnishings 
and equipment, in all amounting to up­ 
ward of $40,000. The building is dam­ 
aged about $10,000. All the losses are 
believed to be fully covered by insur­ 
ance.

Long Island, Wednesday afternoon, 
went to pieces during the night. Two 
of the crew wore drowned—Mate Oli­ 
ver Christerman, a Norwegian, and 
George Upther, aged 50, a colored man. 


Growing Wheat Injured In Indiana. 
Indianapolis, Ind., March 13.—Re­ 
ports from all parts of Indiana indicate 
that the growing wheat is being in­ 
jured by the rapid freezing and thaw­ 
ing. When the heavy snow melted a 
month ago the plants were in good 
condition, but the weather of the last 
month has discouraged the farmers, 
who planted an unusually large acreage 
last fall. 


Prnnftjlvmnln Railroad* Blockaded. 
Philadelphia, March 13.—Snow fell all 
day and night Wednesday in this state, 
the result being the heaviest storm of 
the season. Some localities report rail­ 
roads temporarily blockaded and coun­ 
try roads impassable.

WILL HAVE BU T O N E SE N A T O R . 


State of Kentaeky to Be I aadequately 
Represen tad. 
Frankfort, Ky., March 13.—The one 
thing that seemed to be settled by 
Thursday’s legislative doings is that 
Kentucky will have but one representa­ 
tive in the United States senate from 
March 4, 1897, when Senator Black 
burn’s term expires, until at least Jan­ 
uary, 1898, when the next legislature 
can meet and fill the vacancy. 
The 
newly installed republican in the house, 
Dunlap, did not qualify before the joint 
assembly met and so was not a factor. 
The republicans adopted the tactics of 
breaking the quorum, and this brought 
from Lieut-Gov. Worthington the rul­ 
ing that seventy members constitute a 
quorum necessary to elect a senator. 
So long as this ruling stands no election 
can be had except by breaking over 
party lines. 
There only remain five 
days more of the session, and unless the 
republicans conclude that the election 
of Secretary Carlisle will be the sever­ 
est punishment that could be inflicted 
on the Blackburn democrats and elect 
him, there will be no election.

Denied at Washington. 
Washington, March 13.—It can be 
stated positively, notwithstanding the 
publications to the contrary, that no 
settlement has yet been reached on the 
Venezuelan boundary question, 
but 
according to the best authority, matters 
are proceeding in such fashion as to 
warrant the belief that there will be a 
satisfactory outcome. 
It is admitted 
that at present it cannot to told wheth­ 
er the ultimate settlement of this ques­ 
tion will be effected as the result of 
direct negotiations between Breat Brit­ 
ain and Venezuela: initiated through 
the medium of some mutually friendly 
power, or as the conclusion of the work 
of our own Venezuelan boundary com­ 
mission, but in one way or another a 
peaceful and honorable settlement of 
the dispute is believed to be entirely 
probable in the end. though this end 
may be far removed. 
London, March 13.—The permanent 
under-secretary of state for foreign af­ 
fairs, Sir Thomas Henry Sanderson, 
was asked if the report, cabled here 
from the United States, that a settle­ 
ment of the Venezuelan question has 
been reached, was correct. He said he 
would be glad to know that the Ven­ 
ezuelan dispute was settled. “But,” he 
added, “I know nothing about such a 
settlement as the one reported in New 
York having been reached. 
For all I 
know, however, a settlement may be 
near, but I have not heard of its attain­ 
ment.”
